quired with respect to returns under the said recited Act ; and such 
Accounts and Returns so transmitted to the office of such Chief Secretary 
shall be digested and reduced into order by such officer as such Chief 
Secretary shall appoint for the purpose; and an Abstract thereof shall 
be laid before both Houses of Parliament within Ten calendar months 10 
after the said First day of August, or if Parliament shall not then be 
sitting, within the first Fourteen days of the Session next ensuing.

And be it further Enacted, That there shall be paid and allowed for 
the trouble and expense of the several Enumerators or persons employed 
in taking the accounts and making the returns required by this Act, 15 
such reasonable compensation, to be estimated, calculated and paid in 
such manner as is directed by the said recited Act of the fifty-fifth year 
of King George the Third with respect to the accounts and returns 
mentioned in the said Act : Provided always, That it shall not be neces- 
sary or requisite that any copies of such accounts shall be made by any 20 
clerks of the peace or town clerks, or lodged among the county records, 
any thing in the said Act of the fifty-fifth year aforesaid to the contrary 
notwithstanding. 

And be it further Enacted, That it shall and may be lawful for the 
Chief Secretary of the Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, in case he shall 25 
think fit so to do, to direct the officer appointed or to be appointed for 
digesting and arranging the several Returns to be made pursuant to this 
Act, to transmit at any time within Four calendar months after the 
passing of this Act, to every rector, vicar, curate, officiating minister and 
parish priest of or in any and every parish in Ireland, such Schedules, 30 
Instructions or Forms as such Chief Secretary shall think necessary or 
shall approve, for the purpose of obtaining such and the like information 
as by the said recited Act of the last Session is required to be obtained 
from or given by clergymen in England with respect to baptisms, mar- 
riages and burials, or such part and so much of such information as such 35 
Chief Secretary shall think fit to require ; and every such rector, vicar, 
curate, minister or parish priest, having the cutody of any register of 
births, marriages or burials, which is not copied into the register of 
a mother church, shall forthwith prepare answers or returns according to 
the best of his information or knowledge to all questions relative to 4° 
baptisms, marriages or burials contained in such Schedules, Instructions 
or Forms ; and every such rector, vicar, curate, minister and parish 
priest respectively, shall, on or before the Twentieth day of June one - 

thousand 
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thousand eight hundred and thirty-one, duly transmit such answers or 
returns to the bishop of the diocese within which such parish shall 
be situate, or to the clerk of the peace of the county within which 
such parish shall be situate ; and the several bishops and clerks 
.5 of the peace to whom such answers or returns shall be so trans- 
mitted shall, on or before the Eleventh day of July one thousand eight 
hundred and thirty-one , transmit such answers and returns to the arch- 
bishops of the respective provinces ; and such archbishops shall, on or 
before the First day of August one thousand eight hundred and thirty- 
i o one, cause all such answers or returns so received by them to be trans- 
mitted to the office of the Chief Secretary of Ireland, in Dublin; and 
such Chief Secretary shall direct an Abstract of the contents of all such 
answers and returns to be prepared by such officer as aforesaid, and 
laid before both Houses of Parliament within Ten months after the 
1 5 said First day of August, or if Parliament shall not be then sitting, 
within the first Fourteen days of the Session next ensuing.

And be it further Enacted, That the several rules, regulations, penal- 
ties and forfeitures contained and expressed in the said recited Act of 
the fifty-fifth year aforesaid, shall be applied and put in force for the 
20 execution of this Act; and all such rules, regulations, penalties, for- 
feitures, and all directions relating thereto, are hereby extended to the 
execution of this Act as fully and effectually to all intents and purposes 
as if the same were repeated and re-enacted in this Act, except only so 
far as the same are repealed by an Act made in the third year of his 
late Majesty King George the Fourth, or as the same are expressly 
altered or provided for by this Act.
